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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The term "substantially prismatic" in claim 1-11 is a relative term which renders 
the claim indefinite. The term "substantially prismatic" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. 

The term "substantially soft" in claim 1-11 is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "substantially soft" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. 

The term "substantially planar" in claims 1-11 is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "substantially planar" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
USP 5,044,040 in view of USP 4,075,033. 

The US 5,044,040 patent discloses a personal wiping element having foot 
member which is not prismatic shaped as claimed or made from a soft material. The 
wiping device includes a handle which is round and not planar as claimed. The angle 
between the foot and handle is disclosed as between 1 10 to 120 degrees. The patent 
discloses that toilet paper is wrapped around the foot of the device. 

US 4,075,033 (knox et al.) discloses a personal wiping device having a soft yet 
firm material (41) made from foam for holding toilet paper. 

Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to add the foam 
holder (41) onto the foot (2) of the wiping device in the '040 patent in view of the known 
use of the foam holders use in Knox et al. 
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Regarding the shape of the holder (prismatic) and handle, In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 
669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966) (The court held that the configuration of the claimed 
disposable plastic nursing container was a matter of choice which a person of ordinary 
skill in the art would have found obvious absent persuasive evidence that the particular 
configuration of the claimed container was significant.). 

Regarding claim 3, proving a hole at the end of a handle or tip would have been 
obvious or the purpose of hanging the device.
